PARTICIPANTS AND SCENES AT CEDARVILLE POSTOFFICE ROBBERY 


No Change in Situation In 
Past Three Weeks Is 
Noticed. 


Cleveland, 0., Feb. 22.—Operators 
in the 
Pittsburgh 
Vein, 
operating 
mines in three eastern Ohio counties, 
will meet here, tomorrow, to frame 
an answer to the invitation of John L. 
Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers 
of America .for a joint 
meeting of miners and operators to ar­ 
range details of the negotiation of a 
nevi' wage scale effective April I, 
when the present agreement between 
miners 
and 
operators 
in 
union 
bituminous coal fields expires. 
While no member of the organiza­ 
tion, operating mines with more than 
18,000 employes in normal times, will 
predict the outcome of these deliber­ 
ations, the general feeling is that 
the invitation will be declined. 
It is pointed out that there has 
•been no change in the situation with­ 
in the past six weeks and that re­ 
cently such an invitation wag declined 
by operators here and at other points 
in the competitive field and a policy 
of dealing with their own men alone 
wa8 announced- 
Such a policy, if persisted in, can 
but precipitate a strike, men familiar 
with the workings of the union in its 
relations to operators, said. 
The 
negotiation of a wage scale covering 
the competitive field, has heretofore 
been, the basis of wage scales in all 
other bituminous 
mines employing 
union labor throughout the country, 
and the breakdown of these iiego- 
tiations would mean chaos, so far aa 
the relations of miners and operators 
is concerned it was asserted. 
The central competitive 
field 
in­ 
cludes mines in western Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, Operators 
in tho Hocking Valley field of Ohio 
were the first to announce that they 
would refuse to meet with Lewis and 
other union officials in negotiating a 
new scale and followed this later with 
the announcement of the rate# they 
would be wilting to pay. Their course 
was 
quickly 
followed by 
western 
Pennsylvania, Indiana 
and eastern 
Ohio operators. Operator? in the Illi­ 
nois field, among those in the four 
states have thus far indicated a will­ 
ingness to treat with the unions upon 
the old basis. 
There is, however, an undercurrent 
of feeling that the government will in­ 
tervene and bring pressure to bear 
upon the operators to meet once again 
in joint conference, to the end that 
a coal strike may not cast a shadow 
over returning prosperity. If the gov­ 
ernment does not act, and operators 
remain adamant in their announced 
position, danger of a great coal strike 
is apparent.

NEW 
POLITICAL PARTY 
NOW BEING ORGANIZED 
Chicago, Feb. 22.—A meeting to 
perfect the organization of 
a 
new 
political paty and further unify the 
agricultural and industrial forces of 
th© country will be held in Chicago 
Dec. l l , it was decided late yesterday 
at the conference of labor, farmer 
and miner political leaders. 
Plans for a permanent organiza­ 
tion with national, state and local 
committees together with a declara­ 
tion of principles on which the or­ 
ganization will base 
its 
activities 
were presented to the conference of 
party Headers in their second annual 
day’s meeting today. 
While the committee reports were 
not made public pending their adop­ 
tion a national committee for which 
no name has yet been selected, will 
be formed to direct the activities of 
the new movement according to Wil­ 
liam H. Johnston, chairman of the 
conference. 
State and local 
com­ 
mittees will function under the na­ 
tional body selecting conditions from 
the existing parties, or it no accept­ 
able 
candidates 
appear, 
possibly 
entering men of their own choice. 


Washington, Feb. 22.—A sales tax 
to pay the soldiers’ bonus was being 
framed, today, by the tax division 
of the Republican members of the 
house ways and means committee. 
Two general plans for the tax were 
under consideration. 
They were: 
1—A tax on specific articles when 
sold, raising $500,000,000 a year. 
2—A general sales tax with speci­ 
fied exemptions, raising $260,000,000 
a year. 
The first plan was advocated1 by 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon and 
tax experts of the treasury depart­ 
ment as most feasible because collec­ 
tions could be made easier and at less 
expense. 
The tax would vary from 
two to four per cent. 
The second plan provides 
for 
a 
straight manufacturers’ sales tax of 
one per cent with a list of exemp­ 
tions. 
Both plans would put the tax on 
producers or 
wholesalers, 
neither 
plan contemplating on retail sales, or 
a turnover sales tax.

BIG AIRCRAFT EXPLODES AFTER HITTING ELECTRIC 
WIRES 


Terrific Fire Makes Funeral Pyre of Trapped Crew, 
While Firemen Battle Conflagration City Block 
lxmg in Vain Effort to Effect Rescue. 


Army Supply Base, 
Hampton Roads, 
Va., 
Feb. 22.—A 
charred skeleton of twisted met a1, splashed with bits of frayed 
bunting, today, marked the spot, where 34 American army bird­ 
men died in the crash of the semi-rigid dirigible, Roma, once 
pride of the Italian air forces, which crashed to the ground, 
yesterday, from a height of 1,000 feet, while making a test flight 
at the Hampton Roads Naval Base. 
While three concurrent investigations were being rushed by 
army officials, fellow airmen honored their dead as crusaders of 
the sky who were suddenly overtaken by a fickle fate. 
There are eleven survivors of the crash and the terrific fire 
that made a funeral pyre of the trapped airmen. 
Those of the 
survivors able to talk, today, blamed the catastrophe on broken 
elevating controls and a liberty motor that “went dead.” 
The 
Roma was making its first test flight after liberty motors had 
replaced the original Italian engines. 
Out of the maze of counter stories, it was apparent, today, that the 
crew and passengers of the Roma for the most part “never had a chance 
to escape." 
Trapped beneath the falling 
envelope 
of 
the 
bag 
they were blasted into blackened, shriveled corpses in the first great ex­ 
plosion that followed the crash. The handful who escaped either dove from 
the cabin just before the crash as else landed in deep gullies that criss­ 
crossed the field on which the Roma landed These gullies 
provided 
pro­ 
tection from the blast for a few. 
These bodies of the dead, most of them charred beyond hope of re­ 
cognition, lay in. a tiny morgue at Newport News, Va., across the bay 
from the scene of the catastrophe. Four great army and navy bases, 
touching on Hampton Roads, meanwhile paid honored tribute to the air 
victims.

The three investigations into 
the 
crash are being conducted by Major 
Gen. Patrick, chief of the army air 
service, who came from Washington 
by airplane; by lieut. Colonel Arthur 
G. Fisher, acting commandant at the 
flying field, who ordered the Roma 
“up" on its last flight and by Major 
E. L. Kennedy, summary court of­ 
ficer who is the army’s coroner. 
Major Kennedy announced today he

Washington, Feb. 22—A searching 
investigation into the Roma disaster 
which cost nearly two score 
lives,

The Roma investigation 
probably 
j will go far deeper than the 
mere 
ascertainment of the causes of 
the 
fatal crash. 
Appalled by tho series 
of terrible accidents to aircraft re­ 
cently, particularly the lighter than 
air type of the Roma, officers of the 
navy and army air service said today 
the probe would go into tho funda­ 
mentals of lighter than air construc­ 
tion. 
An 
official 
investigating 
board 
probably will be named 
by 
Major 
Gen. M. M. Patrick, chief of the army 
air service, who is now at 
Norfolk. 
Although the Roma was 
an

ship it is likely that navy 
officers 
will take part in the

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EXTRACT FROM GEORGE WASHINGTON'S FAREW ELL 
ADDRESS. 


“Observe good faith and justice toward all nations. Cultivate 
peace and harmony with all. 
Religion and morality enjoin this 
conduct. 
And can it be that good policy does not equally enjoin 
it? 
It will be worthy of a free, enlightened, and at no distant; 
period a great nation to give mankind the magnanimous and too 
novel example of a people always guided by an exalted ju stice1 
and benevolence. 
Who can doubt that in the course of time and 
things the fruits of such a plan would richly repay any temporary 
advantages which might be lost by steady adherence to it V 
Can 
it be that Providence has not connected the permanent felicity of 
a nation with its virtue? 
The experiment, at least, is recom­ 
mended by every’ sentiment which ennobles human nature. Alas! 
is it rendered impossible by its vices? 
“In the execution of such a plan nothing is more essential 
than that permanent, inveterate antipathies against particular na­ 
tions and passionate attachm ents for others should be excluded, 
and that in place of them just and amicable feelings toward all 
should be cultivated. 
The nation which indulges toward another 
an habitual hatred or an habitual fondness is in some degree a 
slave. 
It is a slave to its anim osity or to its affection, either 
of which is sufficient to lead it astray from its duty and its inter­ 
est. Antipathy in one nation against another disposes each more 
readily to offer insult and injury, to lay hold of slight causes of 
umbrage, and to be haughty and intractable when accidental or 
tru in g occasions of dispute occur.”

If Philadelphia does not get the next World’s Fair or Ameri­ 
can Exposition it will certainly not be their fault, for they started 
their efforts for it a year ago and have been losing no time in 
working day and night for it since. 
They have named it the “Sesqui-Centenial Fair,” and pro­ 
pose holding it in 1926. 
Sesqui means “a whole and a half” and 
their idea is to have the fair commemorate a whole and a half 
century of the American Union— from 1776 to 1926.

It was on this visit that we saw for the first time a great! 
auditorium brilliantly lighted with electricity’— the audience room 
of the Philadelphia Masonic temple. 
But going back to Philadelphia’s proposed “Sesqui Centennial 
Fair,” we must not forget to tell you that Edward Bok, for thirty ’ 
years editor of the Ladies Home Journal, has offered Herbert 
Hoover $50,000 per year for five years to become promoter and 
General Manager of the proposed fair. 
W hether Mr. Hoover can 
be induced to leave his National job, as Postmaster General Hays 
is to do, by the offer of a great salary, remains to be seen.

America now to grant the Filipinos an independent government 
we read, ‘would be betrayal of the Philippine people, misfortune 
for the American people, a distinct step backward in the path of 
progress, and discreditable neglect of our national duty.’ 
These, 
be it remembered, are the words of two men of broad and kindly 
nature, who arrived at their conclusions by traveling through the 
length and breadth of the Viands and by close interrogation of 
all classes of people. The practical result of the extended liberties 
introduced during recent years in the Philippines is that the legis­ 
lature brought the islands so nearly to bankruptcy that only by 
Congress increasing their borrowing powers could the national 
finances be extricated; and by the deplorable bank scandals which 
have landed one exalted Filipino in gaol and caused the arrest of 
several others. 
Hence, also, it is easy to sympathize with the 
recommendation that ‘in the event of failure to receive the nec­ 
essary’ corrective action by the Philippine legislature the United 
States Congress should deciare null and void whatsoever legisla­ 
tion is causing embarrassment to the governor general.’ ”
